Senator Logan undertook to answer these 
statements yesterday by the assertion 
that they were false, and had been manufactured 
by Tux Tarsunz and the Commercial for political 
purposes. He is reported to have accompanied 
these arguments by a grotesque display of antics 
illustrative of Senatorial logic and dignity. Sen- 
ator Schurz put an end to the matter by reading 
the same news out of the Cincinnati Gazetie and 
the Inier-Ucean, leaving Senator Logan to 
choose between accusing his own party organs 
of falsehood or confessing his own folly. 


Grand Chief-Engineer Wilson, of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, one division of 
which gained an infamous notoriety by its out- 
rages in the strike a year ago on the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Missouri Railroad, has sent Tur 
Tarsuns a letter in reply to the news it published 
of the new strike contemplated by that Or- 
der. He does not deny that a strike 
is being planned, but cohtents himself wi th the 
argument that the circularis in conformity 
to our rules, and is all right.” He makes no ex- 
planation of the most objectionable part of the 
cireular,—that which boasted of the power of the 
Brotherhood to compel railroads by force to 
acoede to its demands. In the strike 
in Missouri, just referred to, the “ Brotherhood” 
ram locomotives off the track, tapped water- 
tanks, put emery on car-axles, and threatened 
life by placing obstructions on the track. Is 
this the kind of strike it is contemplating now 
to compel the railroads to accede to its demands 
“ by force ” ? 


A correspondent of the Cincinnati Commercial 
has interviewed Judge Safford, of Hillsboro, O., 
who granted the injunction against the praying 
women of that town, upon the application of 
W. H. Dunn, the druggist, Judge Safford did 
not hesitate to declare that he granted the in- 
junction because the singing and praying were 
a public nuisance. According to Judge Safford, 
Dr. Dunn has one of the largest and most costly 
drug-stores in the State. He has never sold 
liquors to be drunk upon the premises, or to 
minors and drunkards, and his sales are in quan- 
tities greater or smaller, such as may be incidental 
to his general business. The Judge stated that 
there was no objection to“ singing and praying 
when they were conducted so as not to disturb 
private rights or public tranquillity, and added : 

When such worship is made the pretext of breaking 
ups man’s lawful trade; of interfering with the quiet 
and peaceful enjoyment of bis own property; of 
bringing him into public ridicule and disgrace ; of de- 
faming his calling and character, and this without in- 
termission for six consecutive weeks in the storms and 
cold ef winter, creating heartburnings among neigh- 
bors, defamation of private character, and an unset- 
tled state of society,—that, sir, is a nuisance. 

The Judge might mave added that the man 
who gets $50 a day for urging women to do this 
kind of business is a greater nuisance still.

TH™ SENTENCE OF RAFFERTY. 

The effort making in this city to obtain from 
Gov. Beveridge a commutation of the sentence 
of Christopher Rafferty is a movement in the 
direct interest of crime and disorder, and should 


| be sternly discountenanced by every law-abiding 


citizen who has the good name and well-being 
of the city at heart. In view of the brutal and 
horrible crime which this man committed, and 
the circumstances which have attended his 
numerous trials, this organized and deliberate 
effort to thwart the operation of justice is scarce- 
ly leas than « crime iteelf. It is a blow at the 
peace of the city, an announcement to the de- 
praved class of the community that the flat of 
the law, although pronounced over and over 
again, has po binding force, and a premium to 
crime of every description. 
Nearly two years have now been exhausted in 
the effort to save this man Rafferty from the 
fate which his dreadful crime so absolutely mer- 
ite. He has had three trials, in which he has 
been defended by eminent legal counsel, and in 
every one of these trials he has been found 
guilty without the slightest cavil upon the part 
of the juries. As there could be no question 
raised as to the fact of the murder, and no evi- 
dence which was introduced palliated its atrocity 
or brought a single doubt upon the want of prov- 
ocation which characterized it, his counsel, 
with rare legal acumen, exhausted the techni- 
calities of the law in his defense. Whatever 
doubts there may have been arising from the 
facts themselves, or from the purely legal as- 
pects of the case, were adroitly used for his ben- 
efit. In the face of this complete de- 
fense, he was three times found guilty. 
Twice the Supreme Court remanded the 
case on technical errors, which being corrected, 
the Supreme Court reviewed the entire evidence, 
and, declaring that the verdict was warranted by 
it, fixed the time for the operation of the sen- 
tence. Under such extraordinary circumstances 
as these, is it anything less than a hollow mock- 
ery and contempt of justice to call upon the 
Governor to set aside the results of years of 
effort to convict a murderer, to ignore the 
rulings of the lower Courts and the decisions of 
the Supreme Court, after every authority has 
been exhausted, and call upon him to decide the 
issue ? 2 
But the case hac a still deeper significance 
than this. It is not simply shall Christopher 
Rafferty pay the penalty of the law he has vio- 
lated, so that justice may be vindicated and 
murder not go unpunished. The safety of ‘the 
citizens of this city from violence depends upon 
the punishment of Rafferty. If he is allowed 
to go unexecuted, then the roughs and brutes 
have a right to infer that bauging is played 
out,” and that they may give unrestrained vent 
to their brutal passions without endangering 
their own lives. If murder is to involve only s 
journey to Joliet, from which they may return 
at some future day, then murder will 
soon become of frequent =occcourrence, 
and no man will be able to tell when his 
life is safe. Perhaps even more significant than 
this is the fact that it is not only the life of the 
citizen which is to bo protected, but the lives of 
those men who stand between the orderly and 
disorderly element of the community. It isa 
question not only whether the safety of the 
citizen shall be gueranteed, but also whether 
the policeman who protects the citizen shall be 
safe. If Christopher Rafferty is not hanged, it 
is virtually notifying; not only the roughs of 
Bridgeport, but of every other part of 
the city, that they are at liberty to kill 
any policeman who interferes with them or 
attempts to stop them in their wer 
against’ the community. This will be 
the direct effect of any clemency at this time; 
and, in addition to this, it will so weaken the 
efficiency of the police force that the commnu- 
nity will be more than ever exposed to the bru- 
tality of these ruffians. In what we have said, 
we have indicated to Gov. Beveridge the senti- 
ment of the peaceful and law-abiding citizens of 
Chicago, and they will expect of him in this 
emergency that he will not set himself above 
pablic sentiment, nor above the decision of the 
highest legal tribunal in the State, but will allow 
justice to take its course. 


RAILROAD LEGISLATION IN WISCONSIN. 

The Legislatures of Wisconsin and Minnesota 
are likely to pass pro-ruta, or non-discriminat- 
ing, railroad freight bills. It has been claimed, 
and is probably true, that the passage of the IIli- 
nois Railroad law operated to the advantage of 
Milwaukee and to the detriment of Chicago, 
ensbling, as it did, the Milwaukee railroads to 
carry freight from the northern counties of this 
State at such rates as they chose, while the Chi- 
cago roads were required to carry by a uniform 
schedule, If the Wisconsin Legislature now 
enact a similar law, we shall have an opportunity 
to see whether sauce for the goose is also sauce 
for the gander. No legislation enacted in Wis- 
consin can operate on freight passing from Wis- 
consin to Illinois or from Illinois to Wisconsin. 
The Supreme Court of the United States de- 
cided that point in the Reading Railway case. 
The Chicago & Northwestern Railroad can 
carry freight from Western Wisconsin to 
Chicago for a song if they choose, despite 
any law of Wisconsin, while the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Company will be compelled to raise 
their rates on every mile from Milwaukee 
westward. As regards freight from Minnesota, 
the two roads will be on an equal footing. Both 
of them can carry wheat from the west side of 
the Mississippi River for whatever price they 
please, while the Milwaukee Road may be forced 
by law to charge a higher rate from the east 
bank of that stream. The object of passing 3 
pro-rata law in Minnesota is not clear, unless it 
be to kill Duluth; and that would seem to be a 
work of supererogation, 

There is another reason why the State of Wis- 
consin should “ go slow” in passing such laws. 
Wisconsin is not over-supplied with railways, 
Even now we beer a loud cry from 


build a road for them. The Wisconsin 
Central, a really meritorious Company, which 
invested $1,800,000 in paid-up stock before it 
ever sold a bond, has come to 8 stand-still. 
Green Bayand Sheboygan are struggling to 
obtain western railway connections, The 
northern and northwestern portions of the State 
are yet undeveloped, and it is too early to adopt 
a policy which will discourage, if it does not 
absolutely deter, foreign capital from coming 
in. We do not believe that money can be ob- 
teined to build railroads in any State whore 
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The report states that at the opening of navi- 
gation in 18738 extraordmary repairs were re- 
quired at the Fox River dam, and also to es- 
vate the earth washed into the Summit level, 
Several new lock-gates were put in during the 
year, and two bridges. There was 3 falling of 
in the tolls during the first three months of 
navigation in 1873 of $20,000, but the total re- 
ceipte for the year were but $880 less than for 
1872. By an arrangement last year with the 
United States authorities, so much of the 
$100,000 appropriated by Congress for the im- 
provement of the Illinois River as was needed 
was applied to building the foundations of the 
new dam at Copperas Creek. This expenditure 
saved nearly a year’s time and $80,000 of the 
State appropriation. The foundation of the 
dam will probably be completed in April, when 
the Commissioners will proceed with their work, 
having over $100,000 on hand appropriated 
for that purpose. This dam, when completed, 
will practically be an extension of the canal 
sixty miles, and will thereby overcome some of 
the worst points in the navigation of the river. 
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CONTESTED SEATS. 

The action of the House of Representatives 
in the Arkansas contested election case, yester- 
day, gives a feeble ray of hope that the partisan 
practices heretofore obtaining in contested 
elections may be broken up, although the 
majority report giving Mr. Wilshire a prima 
facie claim to his seat, thus allowing him to 
draw back-pay from the commencement of the 
session, was adopted. There have now been 
nine of these cases settled during the present 
seasion, and in every instance the seats have 
been awarded by a purely partisan vote to the 
Republican claimant. The list comprises Asa 
Hodges, from the First Arkansas District, and 
W. W. Wilshire, from the Third; John P. 
O. Shanks, from the Ninth Indiana; 
J. Hale Sypher, from the First Louisiana; 
Lionel A. Sheldon, from the Second, and George 
L. Smith, from the Fourth ; John J. Davis, from 
the First West Virginia, and J. M. Hagans, from 
the Second. Pinchback, who claimed a seat 
from Louisiana at large, would have been 
awarded it had he not preferred to go to the 
Senate. Of the members named in this list, 
those from West Virginis have been given their 
seats absolutely, and the rest are seated prima 
facie. The debate upon the majority and minor- 
ity reports in the Wilshire case, and the subse- 
quent proceedings of the House, show, however, 
that at last there is a disposition on the part 
of some Republicans to break up this 
infamous partisan business of giving seats to 
claimants simply because they are Republicans. 
Although the bolt was not sufficiently strong to 
defeat the majority report, it was none the less 
significant as showing that hereafter it will be 
difficult for claimants to get seats upon purely 
partisan considerations, and that the stereotyped 
doctrine of party, right or wrong,” is to meet 
with a sharp protest in future. It is altogether 
probable, judging from the temper of the bolt- 
ing Republicans, that Mr. Wilshire is the 
last claimant who wil be able, - 
ter being elected by fraudulent returns, 
to go to Washington armed with the certificate 
of a Governor elected by the same fraudulent 
vote, and get his seat because he is a Republican. 
Among ali the signs of the breaking up of in- 
discriminate and absolute party fealty, there are 
none more encouraging than this protest from 
leading Republicans against partisanship, and 
their determination that an honest and legal 
election alone shall entitle a man to take a seat 
in the House of Representatives. 


THE INDIAN RING. 

Most Indian wars break out in the spring. In 
the spring a young brave’s fancy lightly turns to 
thoughts of scalps. The fresh grass provides 
abundant food for his pony; the rations from 
the Agency will support him until massacre and 
plunder give him a new supply. 80 he starts on 
the war-path, eager to murder and torture the 
subjects of the Government that has armed and 
equipped him. This year, however, despite the 
mildness of the winter, the grass has not yet 
shown itself above the ground. Marauding 
bands must carry food for their horses as well as 
for themselves. A war under such circum- 
stances is an anomaly. When this outbreak has 
been suppressed, Congress owes it to the people, 
who will pay for the suppression with money 
and lives, to discover the causes of the 
unprecedented conflict. Let us know how such 
a war could be caused, and what man or men 
such a war would benefit. When these facts are 
laid bare, let us know whether the men benefited 
by such a war are in a position to cause it, and 
whether they or their agents are really responsi- 
ble for it. We have submitted for many years 
to be plundered by the Indian Ring, but, when 
the Ring foments war asa means for further 
plunder, forbearance ceases to be a virtue. 

The case, as it stands at present. is, in brief, 
this: All reports from the frontier agree in 
saying that the Indians have left the reserva- 
tions because the supply of food there has either 
already been, or is just about to be, exhausted. 
We happen to know that Gen. Ord has notified 
the Indian Commissioner that new supplies must 
be on hand by March 18. Now the present 
stock was intended to last until June 30. Stores 
were contracted for with lavish profusion, as 
they always are when Indians are to be fed. 
But a more lavish waste has exhausted them. A 
savage does not know how to save. His lot 
must be 6 happy one in the eyes of Communistic 
agitators, for there is no “‘tyramny of capital” 
where everybody is equally sbiftless and poor. 
Issue s week's rations to an Indian, and tell him 
that if he eats them in six days he must starve 
on the seventh, and there is a bare chance of his 
keeping some scraps till the seventh day; but 
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since that waste must have been at least tacitly 
encouraged by the Indian Agents, most of whom 
are either members of the Ring or in its pay, 
the country is justified in charging this 
infamous organization with the responsibility 


tor the coming expenditure of money and blood.

THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW OF CONGRESS. 
The present law, which makes the working 
day consist of only eight hours for all men hired 
by Government officials, was passed some years 
ago during the phenomenal reaction from the 
old way of regarding the laboring classes. So- 
ciety used to ignore, as far as was convenient 
and possible, the existence of such classes. 
When their growing power and growing discon- 
tent made their wishes of importance, society 
suddenly rushed to the other extreme. The 
“brawny sons of toil” thenceforth divided pop- 
ular favor with the American eagle. The sturdy, 
upright, sadly-oppressed laborer was a god- 
send to politicians in search of pet 
grievance. It was discovered that the 
law of supply and demand which ruled 
the wages and the work of all other men 


took pleasure in tormenting the workingman. 


He was torn from the books he had been con- 
ning by the glimmering dawn, and could snatch 
but a few brief hours in the evening for the pur- 
suit of the learning he craved, and which the 
tyranny of something or somebody (here his ad- 
vocates grew vague) prevented his getting. 
And all this, simply because Nature had or- 
dained that wages should vary with the relation 
of the demand for workingmen to the number 
of men wanting work, and not with the senti- 
mentaliste’ idea of the amount of money it 
would be pleasant, or nice, for such men to get. 
Nature must be rebuked. The laborer must 
be rescued from her tyranny. Hence the 
Eight-Hour law. Now that society be- 
gins to take a fair view of the whole 
matter, begins to recognize the fact 
that the workingman is neither more nor 
less, by virtue of his occupation, than other men, 
and that the sole way of doing him permanent 
good is to teach him to help himself, u is not 
strange that this most unjust law should be se- 
verely criticised. It harms the men themselves, 
and the community. It harms the men by teach- 
ing them to rely on legislation instead of labor 
for their living, by unfitting them for doing « 
full day’s work when hired by other employers, 
and by creating dissensions and jealousies among 
em. When you teach a man that Congress 
has but to vote him ten hours’ pay for sight 
hours’ work to insure his getting such pay, you 
show him the easiest and most demoralizing way 
of getting something for nothing. Pets are not apt 
to be marveis of strength or courage or any other 
manly excellence. Making men the pets of leg- 
islation cannot but weaken them. It has been 
the testimony of very many employers that men 
who had been hired by Government afterwards 
proved inefficient when required to do a fair 
days work. Nor is this strange. No man can 
easily add a fourth to his regular daily task. We 
have written advisedly of a fair day’s work.” 
Eight hours’ labor is not such a thing. Busi- 
ness men work longer. Bo do professional men, 
if we reckon, as we should, the hours they do- 
vote at home to the study of their specialties. 
Why should muscle be more carefully guarded 
from over-exertion than mind? The law breeds 
dissension among workingmen because it often 
happens that half of the men engaged on some
